Gods image is imprínted in liuman personality, which takes men 
to mutual love. f this natural attraction is satisfied, there is the release of 
mans strongest force, therefore peace; if not, the result is an explosive 
crisis. 

In the present times, the world in every field-political, educational, 
financial, familiar, internatíonal is dominated by selfishness, which means 
the breach of the law of love. 

The youth, with aíl their generosity, feel instinctively pulled one 
way; the world impedes, pushes them the other way. Consequently, no 
release of their natural, loving, energies; but only a stormy frustration. 

The American “Peace Corps” is a happy institution that channalizes 
the energies of boys and girls to the right aim, in accordance with liuman 
nature. 

Tq my dear Goan Youth I shall say: “The path of love is yours. You 
must follow it; cannot go the other way. Try and the joy of life, peace, 
happiness shall be your possession”.

Over the years or rather for almost all of my life I have been associated with 
the youth in one or another capacity. That may be the reason, one : is tempted to think, 
why I am almost invariably asked to write to .youth magazines. 

Being in Gandlus centenary year it would be fitting that 1 delve deep into 
Gandhís thoughts and writings to discover his message to the youth of today, 

Many of us seem impervious to whatever is associated with the Father of the 
Nation. One who goes with a prejudiced mind through the writings of Gandhi may 
uot be able to discover the light that is there. 

Those in their early twentíes were hardly born when Gandhi passed away, 
And the others, who are now in their thirties, díd surely not feel the strong impact 
of such a fascinating qnd all prevading personality as Gandhi was in his lifetiiiie. 

His methods and ways of life do not seem to be appealing to the youth of today. 
Yet few men in their lifetime aroused stronger emotions or touehed deeper chords of 
hmnanity than Gandhi. 

The youth of today is very much conscious or over-zealous regarding indivi- 
•dual’s freedom. But mau besides being an individual is also a sòcial being. For Gan- 
dhiji the relation between the individual and society is one of interdependence, That is 
why one has to learn to adjust hímself or ones individualism to the requirements of the 
well-being of the whole society. As Gandhi puts it, “Unrestricted individualism is the 
law of the beast of the jungle”. We have learnt to strike the mean between individual 
freedom and social restraint, Wílling submissíon to social restraint for the sake of 
well-being of the whole society, enriches both the individual and tire society of which 
one is a meraber”. 

Indiscipline pollutes tire air the world over, There seems to be somethíng in 
the nature of modem youth that promotes indiscipline though indiscipline is as old 
as man. But in índia it seems to be a way of life, One finds it in all walks of life. And 
om’ universities are no exception to the general law. Every now and then our college 
students resort to strikes and strifes to get their real or imaginary grievances redressed. 

Gandhi was convinced of the need of self-imposed discipline. Once writing in 
“Young índia” he stressed that students should learn to controí their passíons and to 
master their thoughts.” All your scholarship, all your study of Shakespeare and Words- 
worth”, he said,” would be in vain, if at the same time you do not build your cha- 
facter and .attaiu mastery over your thoughts and actions. When you have attained 
self-mastery and learnt to control your passions, you will not utter notes of despair”. 

On another occasion, addressing to boys he stated: “All things in the universe, 
including the sun and the moon and the stars, obey certain laws. Without the res- 
training influence of these laws the world would not go on for a single moment. You 
whose mission in life is Service of your fellowmen, will go to pieces if you do not 
impose on yourselves some sort of dicipline. If is discipline and restraint that sepa¬ 
ratas us from the brute”. 

Gandhfs teachíngs have been misinterpreted in many ways. Tire students 
should not fail to take note that his message of non-violence (ahimsa) díd not at all 
aim at developing the herd instinct in his followers. He always wanted his disciples 
bold and dynamic. 

“My creed of non-violence is an extremely active force”, he wrote. "It has 
no room for cowardice or even weakness. There is hope for a violent man to be 
some day non-violent, but there is none for a coward”. 

rt- j WIien comra V, u . a ! hiots flared up in Panchmals Distríct, in Gujerat, some 
Hindus went to Gandhíji to report on these disturbances. He listened to them patiently 
and asked Wliat did you do to stop the riots?” 

The leader of the group observed that they could not act because his message 



of non-violence had tied their hands and feet, 

Though at first, dismayed at being misunderstood in such a way, Gandhi ans- 
wered with a stem voice." But non-violence does not mean that you should run away 
írom the troublespot and come here to report on your cowardice. Yonr duty in such 
circumstances was to lay down your life if need be, If you laclc the courage to face 
death in such a manner, you should have acted according to your ovvn particular belief. 
You have misunderstood my teachings. As you have no courage to act according 
to your belief, what is the the use of coming to me with your tales of woeP.” 

Non-violence cannot be a mark to our cowardice or a weakness in disguipe 
either. Non-violence is a weapon of the strong ones of those who have built a character 
of their own to do and die when the need may arise. 

I wish the youth of the capital town of Goa set an example to the youth of 
Goa and índia pledging themselves to live up to the ideais of non-violence and 
self-discipline to much cnerished by the Father of the Nation.

After travelling all over Europe and África and having Ieanit and studied 
much about the life in the New World, I come to the conclusion that PANJIM is a 
wonderíul place for the eduqation of youth.

Place 'ad experimentuin’ some of the Municipal iteiiis 
in the hands of the youth just for a short time, the road and market cleaning, the 
traffic sígnalling and the ferryboats’ .affairs, the rught patrolling and policmg, even 
the editing of dailies and regular supply of liglit and water, helping the anti-corrup- 
tion reporting and getting the correct infomation írom the viiiages, preaching m 
the religious, function, presíding at adults’ meetíngs and conferences, derendmg and 
judging cases in the courts, conducting fair price shops, combjng the stums and footpa- 
ths írom undesirable persons and so on— o icourse, under the guidance and the consL- 
tuted autliority, — and we miglit get excellent practical results, instead of teaching youth 
party polities, morcha-marching, shouting slogans with posters, gheraoing all of 
which they do with disgust and indignity and bittemess. Tliere is no doubt, youth 
if given the chance would secure better justice in our days to the hunger strikers, 
bargemen and drivers, and do away with hatred amongst men and nations,— and 
the City for such experiments is PANJIM... 

For the good íormution of youth, the first element most needed is Culture, 
And that cannot be brought from tlie moon. Culture is activity of tliought and recep- 
tiveness to beauty and human feeling. Scraps of Information has nothing to do with 
it, A merely well-informed man is the most useless bore of God’s earth. And Panjim 
is the place wliere anything and everything is put to tlie test everyday, You might 
deceive the elders, you cannot cheat our youth with new-fangcd theories or old 
platitudes, lhe whole atmosphere in Panjim is conductive to reflection. Observe in 
the cinemas and theaters how even uneduc,ated Goan youth reproves what is bad 
and wrong, and approves what is right. One can come from any part of tlie world 
and call himself or herself great, and be introduced by joumalists and interested 
parties as a sfcar of tlie first magnitude or as man or woman descended from tlie 
m °? n ’i. 0r as ^ eau ^ ^’ ss Universe. Youth of Panjim is not moved or enticeci with 
such hero worship not only about the living but also about the dead. Our youth 
is very much unconcemed with the centenary celebrations of great personalities, with 
the displacing of old statues and the moimting of the new. Tlie dead, they say, 
have bequeathed to them tlie world as it is today, restless, famined, war-preparing, 
distrustful, bristling with opportunists full of depravíty, with degraded characters 
corrupt witliout fear and shame, with sly aged hypocrits. 

The Youth of Panjim is patient, not dísorderly and disobedient. All tliat can 
corrupt thern has been tried and_ brought into Panjim, doubtful nightshows, films of 
violence and lust, mini-and-no-skirts fashions and the rest, posters, books, talks and 
conferences, and progiammes to snatch away their faiüi in God, in tlie Family m 
their Nation, trying to make them admire “wonders” that are foreign or absolete, and 
beauties tliat have no sense of art, of culture, of decency, and ideolosíes of no res- 
pect to autliority. b

their candle of faitli and joy in this world of unreasonableness, confusion, greadiness 
and darkness, Panjim is the liglit of the East form where irradiate beauty and human 
feeling to the whole world.
